What Conscription Means 

Rj'ti of Compulsory Military Service 
In Several Old World Countries 

That a form of const rlpth.n was In- 
troiH.icd Into the United Kingdom 
"ly the Ballot Ari of M«'». which pro¬ 
vides for all males over 5 fc?t 2 Inches 
between the ages of eighte.-n and 
thirty to enlLt If called upon for mlfi-^ 
tary service, will probably surprise' 
many people This form of conscrip¬ 
tion.' however, ly hrld In abeysnre by 
'an annual ail of parliament, with 
th? result that ai the present time 
the United Kingdom and the United 
States are the only two countries 
that do not compel military service. 

In hi nr r ttahtttty for BPrvIce ex¬ 
tends from the age of twenty to 
fortyelght. no exception being al¬ 
lowed except for physlrat disability, 
although, at one time, a man with 
sufficient means could buy'himself off 
or -{Niy for a substitute In Germany 
liability for military service com¬ 
mences til Hie age of seventeen and 
ends at the age of forty-fire. but ac¬ 
tual service begins at twenty. The 
terms of servlre in ibe first line or 
a'-ilve army Is seven years, tbe next 
thirteen yearS being spent In the first 
and second ranks of the loindwehr. 
and finally German soldiers pass *n- 
to ihe I*nd»rtirnt. In which they re- 
nuin until they reach the age o' 
fogt y-five.- * 

Service In the Italian array or nuvy 
Is also t-ompuUory an duulversul, Ihe 
total period being nineteen years, be¬ 
ginning at the age of I want y. The 
term of service In the ranks of the 
pcrmum-Dt array Is lwo years for all 
arms After passing through the 
ranks, the men are placed on un 
limited leave, le. they arc transfer 
red to the reserve. In which they re¬ 
main until they have completed a 
total of eight years’ service From 
th? reserve the soldier passet to the 
mobile militia. Ihe term of servlre in 
which is four years. After complet¬ 
ing his term in (he mobile 11111111 .- 1 . he 
Is transferred to the territorial mili¬ 
tia. In which he remuinu seven years, 
thus finishing bis military service at 
tbe ago of thirty-nine

From many allusions to this new 
atm. it appears that it Is expected to 
accentuate the superiority the French 
claim to have gained over German 
aviation The German machines were 
better prepared for warfare at the 
beginning, had more powerful motors 
sud could distance French machines 
In an sir chase. The French brought 
out more and more powerful motors 
and armed them with special guns. 
These ruachiass. In the hands of civ¬ 
ilian aviators, who. volunteered for the 
war and who have specialised them 
selves in the chase of German aircraft, 
put un end to the aeroplane raids 
upon Paris 

A document published by the gen¬ 
eral staff of one of the German arm¬ 
ies recognises the superiority of the 
French avlatiop corps, particularly in 
directing fire of the artillery. 

Recently tho Germans announced 
the appearance of .a now- tnarhlno. 
supposed to Hurpasl everything yet 
produced, with four propellers nr.d 
two motors to each propeller. A let¬ 
ter from a French aviator says re¬ 
garding an engagement with one cf 
these machines: 

•Each time he passed me'Uie mach¬ 
ine gun man fired a whole band of 
cartridges. Then (he machine swung 
around and came back above me. Four 
times he repeated the manoeuvre, and 
it seemed each time <1 could see the 
bullets My passenger and I fired 
all our ammunition, but tbe machine 
wus too fast for us. Then we turned 
* • draw ilie enemy toward our lines. 
At 1.200 metres he scented the ruse 
and turned tall." 

As fast aad efficient as there new 
macfclttM may be. the French claim 
that their new air engines will fiuther 
revolutionize this kind of warfare.

Cloth, paper, artificial, silk, twine, 
pasteboard, ncektlee tug*. pulleyo, 
yard furniture, cord, upcstry, milk 
bottle*. suit cases 

"These artificial silk socks and 
those neckties are made from wood; 
so are Hies? fabrics and those rugs." 

In this way liolf Thelscu of the 
United States Forest Products Inborn- 
tory at Madison described a varied ex¬ 
hibit of ai tides made of wood fibre. 

Then, as If to overcome any suspic¬ 
ion. he enthusiastically prruicted that 
wood fibre would eventually ba used 
to make still more o( the practical 
things we *e? and handle every day. 

"The use of wood pulp.” lie said, 
"has greatly Increased within the last 
four years and as processes are de¬ 
veloped for Increasing the strength of 
Hie fibre. It wilt be given a wider 
range of commercial puipo.xss. 

"The rugs mnde from the woven 
fibres of wood have attumed such 
commercial importance that you can 
bd ih* iii t r ale In MT stores. Soft, 
shiny, artificial silk stockings, ma-l* 
from the same material as a news¬ 
paper. can now be purchased. When 
artificial silk strauds are used '.o 
make the designs In a large piece of 
«!lk cloth, the w ; ole cau often be dyea 
at once; the Hue rIlk will take one 
color and Hie artificial nilk another. 
This is of great commercial import¬ 
ance 

“Wood Is also a source of cloth. 
Sacks for packing coffee and shipping 
onions are belts mad* of woven 
vtranjs cf wood [fibre In Germany 
they u/e r» liner woven material for 
t-loHie-i and they sceiu to stand wear 
vary well. Yarns rnd cords of wood 
flbro are bring manufactured for spec¬ 
ial purposes by several companies in 
this country. 

“Wood pulp has always held an Im¬ 
portant place In the manufacture of 
pantehouM containers. Its field of 
usefulness is broadening A sanitary 
milk bottle made from pulp and th?n 
pamfl’In -il. Is coming into prominence. 
A Massachusetts firm is making lum 
her from layers of pulp firmly cement¬ 
ed together; it mum ■ v.-ry firm, 
hard and heavy material Insulating 
bodies and pttlltyi made from pressed 
pulp have b.*cn used for some time In 
•llOtfieil work. 

"And vo we might go on enumer- 
utlug the various special purposes to 
■which wppd flbr? Is being devot d 
Same of them are not yet practical, 
but Improved methods of preparation 
are bound to make the utilization of 
this fibre a more common and rcon 
omlcsl practice."

A Guard of Honor For o Stono Tlgor 
In India 

Moot people know that nil sold tors 
are required to oaluto *'tho flag” when 
they are on regular duty, stand at 
at>< ntion” durinj tho singing of thn 
National Anthem, lo acknowledge tho 
presence of one of higher rank by a 
salute, but It le not generally known 
that there are other thlnga which 
British soldiers in certain parte of the 
world are required to honor thus. 

lu India, for instance, a British 
guard of honor presents arms to a 
stone tiger every day. The tiger le 
regarded by the netlvee as a god who 
drives sway all danger sad calamity, 
and once some soldiers, in a spirit of 
mischief, overthrew tbe image from 
Its resting piece, end sent it rolling 
Into tbe velley below. Bo shocked 
end scandalized were tbe natives that 
a revolt seemed imminent, and Lord 
Comber me re, our general there, quiet¬ 
ened the outraged natives by restore 
Ing the lia; ge to Its pedestal and or* 
derlnt the regiment lo salute it la 
lull view of all Since that time a 
British troop has kept watch over 
the tiger-idol day by day 

Another Indian Idol which In watch¬ 
ed over by British "Tommies" la the 
god whose name la Klak Klak. equiv¬ 
alent to "Lord of Lords," which la 
supposed lo be asleep for <.000 years, 
and whose awakening will be Ihe end 
of all things. Hence the natives of 
the city of Pegu, In Burma, are ter¬ 
ribly arrald that someone will arouse 
the god; so the British government, 
to avert trouble, stationed a sentry 
there to prevent thl* catastrophe 

Once a year a strange custom ia ob¬ 
served In Cairo A piece of carpet on 
t hlch. according to tradition, Moham¬ 
med once sat, and which Is caryied 
through the streets, and the Khedive 
and his troops all receive it In review 
order and salute It as they pass. Tbe 
relic Is guarded most carefully at -or¬ 
dinary times, and the officer In charge 
of it each morning must salute it 
with his aword raised, whilst th^ 
bugler blows three blasts before It 

Another object hthlcli is honored 
with a sslffle la -Ihe sec-red coffin of 
the Prophet, which rests at Medina, 
the sacred town, and which once in 
his life, at least, every Turkish officer 
must salute. He Is expected to ilirow 
himself fist before the coffin, clad In 
his full regimentals, and la said lo 
receive Ills commlsKtoolo this man¬ 
ner straight from tbeTTophei him 
self. 

In Russia, at Vladimir, there is an 
image of the Virgin with clothes of 
pure gold and invaluable gems and 
pre-rlous atoues. which must be salut¬ 
ed by every soldier, whenever it ta 
seen. The honor paid lo this Icon la 
snld to re due to the fact that it was 
present v ith Hu* troop* when they 
gained a wondrous victory over a 
large Tartar army. The Russian auth¬ 
orities evidently sympathize with 
this act of ceremony, for they actually 
raised this Iron to the rank of major- 
general In the army, ao that It la 
saluted by all Russian soldiers as an 
officer today 

It might be mentioned here that in 
addition to "God Save the King" there 
otc two pieces of music which ail 
Englishmen, soldiers and civilians, 
specially honor One is the "Dead 
March." and the other the "Hallelujch 
(‘horns" from the "Messiah." It Is 
vnid that when King George IV first 
heard this magnlflceut song of praise 
he was ao impressed by R that he 
rose to his feet in sekoow ledgment. 
and since that lima the rustom has 
prevailed.--Tit-Bits.

Mr Satmu-I P Pryor, vlie-president 
and general manager of tbe Reming¬ 
ton ArmsUnlon Metallic Cartridgn 
Company, was seen In regard to the 
persistent rumors that have lately 
been In circulation, to tbe effect that 
offers made by a foreign government 
for the purchase of the properties of 
that company were under considera¬ 
tion. and that tbe additions to the II* 
ion and Bridgeport plants, which am 
under construction, are Intended to bn 
merely temporary and made only for 
the performance of special contracts 
entered Into and are not Intended for 
the permanent uses of the company.

from the bank without ifiterest, If 
necessary, with which to build siloa 
or buy thoroughbred bogs or cattle 
There are actually a number of 
banks In the middle west whk-b pub¬ 
licly advertise thwtTaey have $10,000. 
$16,000 or even more to loan for one 
year without Interest, provided only 
that the money be spent In the erec¬ 
tion of alios on farms in their home 
counties- 

Hankers in Washington. North Da¬ 
kota. and a number of other states 
are bringing carloads or full blooded 
dairy cattle and fine hogs Into their 
towns to sell to local faruiera at cost 
and on a year * time. 

One hlg bank In 8t Paul hat hired 
tha professor of animal husbandry 
away from the state agricultural col¬ 
lege. put him on a salary, and sent 
him out to teach farmers In the coun 
try round about Low to make more 
money out of live stock. 

Another rival bank has organised a 
hbwcorn show to be held during the 
cdmlng winter, aud is offering more 
tbsn 160 prizes to he farmers of the 
northwest. 

Fven down at llrockton, Maas., an 
enterprising bank has put a farming 
expert on it* staff, who spends all his 
time travelling through the country 
advising with the furmers on how to 
make more money out of their crop*. 
This same bank makes u specialty 
of loaning small sums or money to 
farmer boys and girls who want to 
start gardens or buy a brood sow or 
a couple of ewes.

exhibits of fruit rnd farm products 
In their bui dings, and most of them 
offer handsome prizes for. the best 
Ibotrtac Btrvcnl have fined up rooms 
a* agricultural libraries.* wnere the 
host books and ell the farming papers 
und agricultural bulletins tin be con¬ 
sulted. 

I.ucky t n» it Slim* For the last 
five or six years, what with wheat 
up to $1 6o and beef aud pork soar 
ling, everybody has been trying to be 
juice to him. Since he Is the original 
•producer of all the wealth there Is In 
■ the country, bis good will would seem 
to be worth cultivating 

Hut ihe American Hankers' associa¬ 
tion. which Includes about all the de¬ 
positories of lucre iu the country.

HOW THE BATTLE OF THE MARNE 
TURNED DEFEAT INTO VICTORY 

THE GHOST OF 1870 HAS BEEN LAID IN FRANCE 

The Whole French Nation is now Confident ol Ultimate Victory 
Having a Sublime Faith in General Joffrc and in the Hra\c

Wear Russian Army Boo's 

Use of the British Army Putteo la to 
bo Discontinued 

The British army has decided to dis¬ 
continue the use ot the puttee, which 
has been the distinguishing leg wear 
of the British soldier for many years, 
and to substitute the Ruvsiaa army 
hoot This derltlon was arrived at as 
a result uf last winters campaign In 
Flanders, when It was found that the, 
doth puttee waa little or no protec¬ 
tion against the mud and water and 
led to the men suffering, not from 
frost bitten, but from benumbed feet 
and legs. Large orders have already 
been glveu for boot*, which will be 
supplied to the troops before winter 
sets in. as the war office anticipates 
another winter iu mud and water- 
soaked trenches. 

The puttee, which Is to be discard 
ed. was adopted because of Ur protec¬ 
tion against snake bites In India and 
became general throughout the Brit¬ 
ish army, and. in ract. lias since the 
commencement of the present war. 
been taken up b> some of the contIn 
entat armies. It. however, has proven 
useless under conditions prevailing I 
in Europe, not only because, of the 
lack of protection that it afford*, but 
bemuse of the time It takes to put it { 
on properly.

These 
ashes after being thoroughly applied' 
to all parts of the wounded then are 
covered with any available material, 
which Is tied over them Dr. Psschkow- 
says that he observed numerous cases 
wh.’re even very ugly wounds from 
bayonets were thus treated and the af¬ 
flicted quickly recovered and were 
ready agiln for action In the field.

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Rowland Hill Waa Ridieultd For Hia 
Suggestion For Cheap « 
Service 

The civilized world is paying hom¬ 
age to the postal sump, the little 
friend of humanity, on Its seventy- 
fifth biitbday. Not since the days of i 
the discovery of printing had there 
A'ome to human beings such a boon as 
was launched In England ou May 6. 
1140, when the Amt postage stamps 
were used That date In history mark¬ 
ed the beginniug of popular communi¬ 
cation. placing with n the reach ot the 
poorest peasant the means of wrltlug 1 
to relatives and friends. It put the 
people of the world into closer touch, 
it encouraged the art of writing as no 
other agency had done. But, greatest 
of all. It spread civilisation. 

Millions of people who today open 
their mail scarcely glance al the little 
stamp that adorns the wrapper. Il but 
represents to them the coat of trans¬ 
porting and handling by the govern¬ 
ment Few indeed realise that., the 
postage stamp Is a modern contriv¬ 
ance. and that its great aid to mod¬ 
ern life has played a remarkable part 
In the world’s development during the 
past three quarters of a century. 

It was In 1840 that Rowland Hill, an 
English schoolmaster, stirred all Kur- 
opp to laughter by declaring that Jaa. 
Chalmers and himself had devised a 
system whereby a two sheet letter 
could be sent from tendon to Edin¬ 
burgh for two cents and yet leave the 
government a fair profit on the trans¬ 
action At that tlme'lhe fee waa £4 
cents for that distance for a two-sheet 
letter. Such an Idea teemed ridiculous 
to the public, which had looked upon 
the sending of communications as an 
expensive luxury. And so the Joke 
went around, and the poor laughed 
with the others at the Idea of any 
means that would place them on a par 
with the aristocracy. 

Hill persisted despite the ridicule. 
He worked diligently on bin schedule, 
and when the time was ripe he flashed 
the system on parliament and the pub¬ 
lic. Hill offered proof that was incon¬ 
trovertible that the actual cost of the 
government for carrying each letter 
areraged only a small fraction of a 
cent. Ilo proved that the expense of 
hiring nu»n to figure out postal 'rates 
I on the system then existing, based on 
distance and the number of sheets, 
was greater than the profit gained, 
and be urged | the adoption of off flat 
rate for all letters und-r a certain 
weight, no‘nuttier i,ow abort or long

; u every letter, to show that the cost , 
had been prepaid to the government.

The Ides sprung by HUI and his l 
friend .lames Chalmers, gained friends 
after the first roar of laughter ha i 
died a m ay.

"stamped labels." as they were called 
at the time, were Inaugurated. On the 
first stamp was a profile picture of the 
young Que?n Victoria The effect on « 
tlie post office was Instantaneous. 
Within two years, and they were pan-1 
q years at that, the business or the 
post office nearly trebled 

The postage .stamp came into use In 
the t’nited States In 1847, seven years 
after Great Britain had adopted it. 
Five and ten-cent sumps weer the 
first American postage stamps, and 
they carried the heads of Franklin 
and Washington. Four years later tho 
rate waa lowered to three cents, and 
In l?8:t to two rout ■ 

HUI, the discoverer of postage 
stamps. w.»* knighted and received a 1 
gift of f 4.1,000. raised by public sub-1 
seriptlcn.

The rangers In a brief anil cursory 
explore!Ion of the ruins found In 
plain right ten stone axes, fourteen 
Inrg • ..lone Jars, each eighteen Inrhea 
high and three fret, alt Inches In 
circumference, two small Jars, two 
pails of woven baskets, one wooden 
slab five Inches wide, twelve Inches 
long un<i on *haii In* h thick curved 
up ot the aides; several plrc.-s of 
mi. :i rope, one piece Hand erlUi 
Mines, one pltee of woven yucu fibre 
and several human hones. 

The perfect condition of the relies 
found and the surroundings as found 
by the discoverers prove that the 
place has never before baen entered 
bv white men.

British Losses 

Statistics Showing tho Ratio of Killed 
to Wounded 

Tho Lancet, discussing tho slaUe- 
Uce of tho casualties announced by 
tho prime minister * In tho Brltiaa 
house of commons, oayo: 

Of tho total Ipsaes In the army tha 
killed numbered 3,827 officers and 4T,- 
018 noncommissioned officers and 
men. In no previous war of which wo 
I have accurate oUtlatical records has 
there been so great a loss ot life in 
a similar period of time, and the fig¬ 
ures dealing with the army can bo 
submitted to certain rough compari¬ 
sons. - 

Throughout the Crimean campaign 
the British losses were 2,756 killed 
and* 12.094 wound*-*, and our allies 
lost 8.2S0 killed and bad 39.86s wound¬ 
ed. In the Franco-German war of 
1870-71. during the whole period from 
July to April, the Germans had 17,870 
killed and 96,189 wou tiled. In the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1877 the Rus¬ 
sians lost 32.780 killed aud had 71,286 
wounded. In tha South African ‘war 
there were 8,286 killed In action and 
26.286 wounded In the absence of 
authoritative statistics as to the num 
bar of men engaged, it la impossible 
to compare the relatlve^lujiscs by 
wounds and by death In tie present 
campaign with previous experiences. 

The ratio of killed to wounded and 
missing la at 1 to 4 28 or '23 6 per cent 
In the Crimea the ratio of killed to 
th. number wounded antr missing was 
as 1 to 4 4 or 22.7 per cent.; in the 
Franco-German war of 1S70 it waa 
as 1 to 6 70. or 17.S3 per cent.; In the 
Russo Turkish war It was as 1 to 2.17. 
or 46 98 per cent ; in South Africa U 
was as 1 to 6 or 20 per cent The 
proportion of killed to wounded baa 
therefore so far been similar to. but 
slightly In efeeas of. the Crimea and 
South Africa. 

Among officers, the proportion of 
killed to wounded has been In the 
preseut war much higher than In the 
case of the men namely, aa 1 to 2.8. 
or 43.61 per cent.

People are Deceived 

Public Trained to Have no Opinion of 
ito Own In Military Matters. 
Those who wonder that tho people 
of Germany are induced to consider 
calmly the awful calamities war has 
brought upon the t otion. should not 
loos# sight of the fact that very lit¬ 
tle of the actual truth regarding them 
la allowed to be known in that coun¬ 
try.. 

Mr. Asquith stated In the hou#» of 
commons that tho total casualties In 
all ranlu of tho French and Medlter* 
ranean Expeditionary Forces u pto 
May 31 were 268.608 He gave details 
: bowing how many officers and how 
many men of ctho.* ranks had been 
killed, were wounded, and were miss¬ 
ing up to that date 
In Its evening edition of the fol¬ 
lowing day. namely the 10th ulL, 
the Tagltche Rundschau, of Berlin, 
published a telegram from Its special 
correspondent at The Hague la which 
It was stated that "Asquith haa an¬ 
nounced la parliament that the total 
of the English losses in France la 1,- 
586,409, of wbotu 10.965 are officers!“ 
Tho Tagllche Rundschau, which Is 
read chiefly In army and naval circles 
printed this "news" in prominent 
type, and rendered It still more con 
spicuoua by placing over It the head¬ 
ing. "A Million and a Half English 
Losses.” 

In the first place, the German pub¬ 
lic Is informed that tho losses were 
sustained In Franco, whereas Mr 
Asquith stated clearly that these were 
the casualties in tlie French and 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Forces'* 
lu the second place tho Berlin news¬ 
paper adds 1.727.340 to the number 
of the casualties In other ranks men¬ 
tioned by Mr Asquith It gives cor¬ 
rectly the number of men missing, 
namely 62.617; but It Increases to a 
fabulous degree the uumb.-r of killed 
and wounde-l 

This Is, of course, one of tbo ex¬ 
pedients adopted by the German auth¬ 
orities to keep up the spirits of the 
German public, and to convince the 
proplo that Germany Is gaining bril 
ilant virtorlcs on all sides. The pub¬ 
lic will believe this statement, as It 
bus believed all the statements Issued 
by the authorities In which the r? 
pouted capture of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Russian soldiers and of un¬ 
told numbets of guns has been an 
nounced. 

It haa been trained to have no 
opinion of its own In military matters, 
ami to accept blindly every state 
o*»l made by the military authori¬ 
ties. 

About a mouth ago, when'the Ger¬ 
man armies achieved their flr*t itn 
portant successes in Galicia, the ra 
ports that circulated throughout 
Germany were no extravagant that ait 
authoritative statement was made In 
the matter It transpired that tpe 
number of Russian prisoners taken 
had been multiplied In same cases by 
tcu. ip others, and even la Berlin, by 
twoaty! 

The authorities acknowledged that 
practically th® aume report of pris¬ 
oners taken had been received from 
both the German and the Austrian 
headquarters, and that the two to¬ 
tal* had been added together before 
th.* report was Issued to the o.*ws 
papers! ’
